The fuel cost for brood­ 
er operation is negligible in compari­ 
son with the labor cost required

It is self-evident, 
therefore, that where profit is 
the 
primary requirement, in the handling 
of large numbers of chciks, artificial 
brooding is the onl method worthy of 
consideration. 
Thousands of chicks can be raised 
successfully by artificial means where 
dozens would be handled with difficul­ 
ty if hens were used. 
I his is a fact 
so well known to professional 
pout- 
trymen that 
they

probably 
question the need of discussing

problem at all. 
I have found, how­ 
ever, that many to whom the poultry 
raising is merely incidental to othei 
occupations, are still inclined to mis­ 
trust any substitute for 
the

tested method of nature's own 
de­ 
vising. 
They are 
deterred, for

part, by a belief that artificial brood­ 
ing is unreliable unless supplement­ 
ed by constant care.

been true some years ago hut, today,

value even for comparatively small 
numbers of chick-. 
The principle used in all brooders 
is the same: some artificial means 
of furnishing heat as a substitute foi

heating unit may use gas, kerosene, 
hot water, coal or electricity. W hat­ 
ever is used, the general arrangement 
re m a in s the same. 
The unit is cen­ 
trally located 
under a circular metal 
hood so arranged that the heat is de­ 
flected downward from the hood onto 
the b acks of the chicks. 
Around this 
hood is usually a slit curtain to par­ 
tially confine the heat.
